Free to go... Workers 
contacted RCMP very

The agency responsible for 
airport screening says its staff 
made a mistake when they 
confiscated an explosive device 
from a passenger’s bag but let 
the young man get on a plane 
rather than calling police. 

Mathieu Larocque, spokes¬ 
man for the Canadian Air 
Transport Security Authority 
(CATSA), said staff in Edmonton 
should have contacted police 
right away, not four days later. 

He said a review was con¬ 
ducted after the incident last 
fall and some screening em¬ 
ployees were suspended. 

“There were people disci¬ 
plined and they were required 
to take extra training,” Laro¬ 
cque said Wednesday. “The pro¬ 
cedure is to call the police and 
it didn’t happen or it happened 


veiy late in the process.” 

News of the foul-up only 
made headlines this week. 
Federal Transport Minister Lisa 
Raitt issued a statement earlier 
Wednesday calling the incident 
unacceptable. 

“The safety of Canadians 
and the travelling public is 
our government’s top prior¬ 
ity,” Raitt said. “This individual 
should not have been allowed 
to board his flight, and it is un¬ 
acceptable that CATSA waited 
four days before seeking the 
RCMP’s assistance.” 

She said she planned to call 
the president of the agency to 
discuss the matter further.

Spruce Grove, Alta., pleaded 
guilty last month to possession 
of an explosive substance while 
at the Edmonton International 
Airport on Sept. 20.

No one injured in 
Edmonton train 
derailment: CN 

CN said no one was 
injured on Wednes¬ 
day after six train cars 
derailed and caused a 
diesel fuel leak at a city 
yard near Yellowhead 
Trail and 73 Street. 

At approximately 
10:20 a.m., a collision 
occurred at CN’s Walk 
yard in Edmonton, said 
company spokesperson 
Emily Hamer. 

“Preliminary indica¬ 
tions are that three 
locomotives derailed, 
but upright, two danger¬ 
ous goods tank cars 
derailed, but upright, 
and one empty flat car 
derailed, but upright,” 
she explained. 

There was also an 
engine diesel fuel leak 
from one of the loco¬ 
motives, but the leak has 
been plugged, Hamer 
added. 

Monique Nadeau, who 
lives across the street 
from the derailment, 
said she wasn’t aware of 
the collision until her 
brother who lives in Fort 
McMurray called. 

“I hear bings and 
bangs all the time,” she 
said. “Today, the first 
inclination I had of any¬ 
thing happening were 
these beautiful firemen 
showing up.” 

While Nadeau has 
lived in the area for 12 
years, she has never 
witnessed an accident of 
this magnitude. 

“I always worried 
about something like 
this happening,” she 
said. “There is so much 
traffic on these tracks, 
there was bound to be 
something happening.”

Record-high winds 
sideline LRT service 


Busy time. City 
stretched to put 
shuttle buses in place 
during morning rush 


City officials were put into 
a scramble Wednesday mor¬ 
ning after record-high winds 
forced a partial shutdown of 
the LRT system. 

John Wollenzin, the city’s 
supervisor of LRT operations, 
said the high winds damaged 
crossing arms leaving some 
dangling on high-voltage wires, 
forcing the shutdown. 

The city put shuttle buses 
in places when service was cut 
off, but there were reports of 
extremely long lines, Wollen¬ 
zin said, adding staff worked as 
quickly as they could. 

“It certainly is a challenge, 


especially when most of the 
fleet is out on the road during 
the morning rush,” he said. 

The system does not have a 
huge number of surplus buses, 
but Wollenzin said they do 
have contingency plans. 

“They do have certain runs 
and routes that they will auto¬ 
matically go and reduce service 
on when we have disruptions 
on LRT,” he explained. Wollen¬ 
zin said they don’t take the de¬ 
cision to suspend service light¬ 
ly, but they always err on the 
side of safety. “We would rather 
inconvenience people than put 
anyone in danger.” 

Environment Canada Me¬ 
teorologist Dan Kulak said the 
City Centre Airport recorded a 
wind speed of 120 kilometres 
per hour, which beat out the 
previous record top speed for 
Januaiy set in 1972.

MacEwan University will be 
closing their squash courts 
this April, something local 
squash players say is a big 
mistake for the sport. 

MacEwan officials sent 
out an email to all staff ear¬ 
lier this week stating the 
squash courts will be shut 
down. 

Cathryn Heslep, vice- 
president of student servi¬ 
ces, stated Wednesday the 
area will be repurposed into 
a spin and studio area, cost¬ 
ing under $500,000. 

“Our capacity in the fit¬ 
ness centre is an issue and 
certainly the number of the 
users in the fitness centre in 
particular has increased sig-

nificantly and we’re plan¬ 
ning to consolidate,” she 
said. “This really was the 
most cost-effective method 
we could take.” 

The four MacEwan 
squash courts — which are 
situated inside the school’s 
Christenson Family Centre 
for Sport and Wellness — 
were home to a squash club 
of about 150 players who 
were part of the Edmonton 
Squash League. 

Louis Wang, president 
of the Edmonton Squash 
League, says the loss of the 
courts will probably mean 


the second largest club in 
the league could lose its 
numbers. 

“It’s devastating to the 
league (because) MacEwan 
had four squash courts, but 
the number of players that 
play out of MacEwan out of 
the league is pretty signifi¬ 
cant,” he said. 

Patrick Roy, director to 
Squash Alberta and Mac¬ 
Ewan club member, said 
the inevitable closure of the 
courts will be a huge loss 
for the squash community 
in Edmonton, which is try¬ 
ing to attract younger play¬ 
ers. 

“It’s most unfortunate 
because squash as a sport, 
there aren’t that many fa¬ 
cilities specifically designed 
for that and Grant MacEwan 
has four courts built that 
way,” he said. “I fully under¬ 
stand that with our last 
provincial budget, there is a 
lot of pressure on post-sec¬ 
ondaries ... it’s just unfortu¬ 
nate that they’re choosing 
to re-dedicate space that is 
certainly used by students 
and members.”

More than a year after the prov¬ 
incial government announced 
S3 million in funding for the 
University of Alberta’s men¬ 
tal-health support clinic, the 
school’s Associate Dean of Stu¬ 
dents said the funding has had 
a dramatic impact.

Urban 
rodents carry diarrhea- 
causing bacteria: Study 


Google showing 
illegal web ads 


Just when you thought the 
reputation of urban rats 
couldn’t sink any lower, new 
research has proven the crit¬ 
ters cany bacteria that causes 
diarrhea in humans. 

B. C. scientists found Clos¬ 
tridium difficile in the poop 
of 13 per cent of Rattus rattus 
and Rattus norvegicus in the 
Downtown Eastside of Vancou¬ 
ver, according to research pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of Applied 
and Environmental Microbiol¬ 
ogy in December. 

C. difficile causes diar¬ 
rhea and intestinal disease in 
people, especially children and 
pets. While the study doesn’t 


show whether rats can actually 
transmit the bacteria to people 
or other animals, it’s the first 
to investigate whether the 
pests carry more than just the 
plague. 

The research is part of the 
Vancouver Rat Project, the first 
study in Canada to research 
urban rat populations to see if 
they pose a health risk. 

It involves samples from 
more than 700 wild rats from 
one of Canada’s poorest neigh¬ 
bourhoods, a veritable hotbed 
of the creatures due to its old 
buildings and proximity to the 
port.

Google has been caught afoul 
of the law by displaying web 
ads linked to a person’s health 


histoiy, according to Canada’s 
interim privacy commissioner 
Chantal Bernier. 

An investigation by Ber¬ 
nier’s office backed up a man’s 
complaints that he was seeing 
so-called behavioural advertise¬ 
ments based on his web brows¬ 
ing histoiy. After searching for 
information about devices to 
treat sleep apnea, he began to 
see ads for those devices as he 
browsed the web. 

While behavioural adver¬ 


tising is not illegal, Canada’s 
privacy law does not allow con¬ 
sumers to be targeted based on 
“sensitive personal informa¬ 
tion,” including their health. 

Google’s privacy policy out¬ 
laws displaying advertisements 
based on race, religion, sexual 
orientation or health. But the 
Mountain View, Calif.-based 
company acknowledged that 
some advertisers using its ad- 
serving platform were not fol¬ 
lowing the policy. 


Google has pledged to up¬ 
grade the system that reviews 
ads for compliance, increase 
the monitoring of ads and 
provide more information to 
advertisers and staff about the 
rules. 

“The monitoring system was 
not tight enough, not robust 
enough to ensure compliance, 
it wasn’t extensive enough to 
deal with the volume of ads,” 
said Bernier in an interview.

Runway landing 
impairs drone 

An unarmed UN drone was 
damaged on Wednesday 
after sliding off the runway 
into the grass while trying 
to land in the city of Goma, 
the U.N. special representa¬ 
tive for Congo said. 

The drone is part of 
a new program to mon¬ 
itor armed groups in the 
conflict-ridden region of 


eastern Congo. 

The incident occurred 
as the drone was returning 
from a mission, and no cas¬ 
ualties were reported, said 
Lt. Col. Felix Prosper Basse, 
a militaiy spokesman for 
the countiy’s peacekeeping 
mission.

Not apple juice. 

Autopsy report released 
Wednesday confirmed 
student’s cause of death 


A Mexican high school stu¬ 
dent died from drinking 
highly concentrated liquid 
methamphetamine at a 
San Diego border crossing 
in an attempt to persuade 
inspectors that it was only 
apple juice, according to 
an autopsy report released 
Wednesday. 

Cruz Marcelino Velaz¬ 
quez, 16, volunteered to 
take “a big sip” at the San 
Ysidro port of entry Nov. 18, 
the report said. He was then 
handcuffed and taken to 
a security office, where he 
began screaming in pain, 
said something about “the 
chemicals,” and shouted, 
“My heart! My heart!” in 


Spanish, it added. 

The San Diego County 
Medical Examiner’s report 
gives no indication that in¬ 
spectors asked him to drink 
the liquid and doesn’t say 
if they had an opportunity 
to stop him when he volun¬ 
teered. 

Velazquez died hours 
later at a hospital from 
acute methamphetamine 
intoxication. 

San Ysidro, the nation’s 
busiest border crossing, has 
emerged as a major corri¬ 
dor for smuggling metham¬ 
phetamine in the past five 
years as Mexico’s Sinaloa 
cartel has increased its pres¬ 
ence in the area. To avoid 
detection, crystal metham¬ 
phetamine is dissolved in 
water and disguised in juice 
bottles, windshield wiper 
fluid containers and gas 
tanks. It is later converted 
back to crystals.

‘It’s frustrating.’ 

Family awaiting results 
to determine if U.S. 
woman was cremated 
in Canada 


The daughter of a U.S. woman 
whose casket contained the 
wrong body says DNA tests 
will be performed to deter¬ 
mine if her mother was acci¬ 
dentally cremated in Canada. 

Lisa Kondvar and her 
family discovered someone 
else’s body in Margaret Porlc- 
lca’s casket last month at a 
New Jersey funeral home. 

Porkka, 82, had died un¬ 
expectedly during a trip to St. 
Maarten over Thanksgiving 
and the family suspects her 
body was conhised with that 


of a Canadian woman who 
died on the island around the 
same time. 

Scott Aldridge, a detective 
in Barrie, Ont., says that the 
woman in Porklca’s casket 
has been identified as 82-year- 
old Kathleen Togwell of Bar¬ 
rie and her body is being re¬ 
turned to Canada. 

A Foreign Affairs spokes¬ 
woman has said that the de¬ 
partment has been in touch 
both with officials in St. Maar¬ 
ten and relatives of the Can¬ 
adian. 

Kondvar said bodily fluids 
were recovered from a casket 
in Canada that might have 
contained Porkka’s body. 

The family has sent her 
hairbrush and toothbrush for 
DNA testing and results are 
not expected until the end of 
the month. 


“They’re just starting on it 
now,” she said. “It’s frustrat¬ 
ing.” 

The family wants to take 
possession of the ashes if they 
are determined to be those of 
Porkka. Kondvar said her fath¬ 
er, Pete, is “just broken” after 
not being able to say goodbye 
to his wife. 

St. Maarten Prime Minister 
Sarah Wescot-Williams said 
last week that the govern¬ 
ment there has formed a com¬ 
mittee to investigate the case 
at the request of U.S. officials. 

Emerald Funeral Home 
director Orlando Vanterpool 
said, to his knowledge, he 
sent the correct remains but 
that he will provide a refund 
if it’s determined a mistake 
was made.

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Police say Danish tourist 
gang-raped in New Delhi 


A 51-year-old Danish tourist 
was gang-raped near a popular 
shopping area in New Delhi 
after she approached a group 
of men for directions, police 
said Wednesday. 

Police spokesman Rajan 
Bhagat said two people were 
arrested after a daylong search 
for the suspects. 

The woman also was robbed 
and beaten in the attack, 
which happened Tuesday near 
Connaught Place, Bhagat said. 
The attack is the latest crime to 
focus attention on the scourge 
of sexual violence in India. 

The woman asked the men 
for directions to her hotel, 
Bhagat said. They lured her 
to a secluded area where they 
raped her at knifepoint, accord¬ 
ing to the Press Trust of India. 


A soldier in full uniform saw 
the seven-year-old in her front 
yard soon after her parents left 
to tend to their rice paddies 
in Myanmar’s restive state of 
Shan. She said he ordered her 
inside the family’s bamboo hut. 

“He hit me and told me to 
take off my clothes,” the girl 
told the tightly packed court¬ 
room in a whisper, as her al¬ 
leged assailant, Maung Win 
Htwe, looked on, stone-faced. 

“Then ... he raped me.” 


The woman managed to 
reach her hotel Tuesday even¬ 
ing and the owner called po¬ 
lice. 

“When she came, it was 
miserable,” said Amit Bahl, 
owner of the Amax hotel in the 
Paharganj area. The woman 
was ciying and “not in good 
shape,” he said. 

“I am really ashamed that 
this happened,” said Bahl, who 
sounded shaken. 

The woman, whose name 
was not released, was on her 
way back to Denmark, said 
Ole Egberg Miklcelsen, head of 
the Danish Foreign Ministry’s 
consular department in Copen¬ 
hagen, which handles cases in¬ 
volving Danes abroad. Egberg 
Miklcelsen said the woman had 
received assistance from Indian 


Rights activists in Myanmar, 
also known as Burma, say the 
army continues to use rape as 
a weapon of war nearly three 
years after President Thein 
Sein’s nominally civilian gov¬ 
ernment ended a half-centuiy 
of brutal militaiy rule.

United States have found that 
chimpanzees who share their 
food have higher levels of 
oxytocin, known as the love 
hormone, than those who 
don’t.

Roman Wittig of the Max 
Planck Institute for Evolution- 
aiy Anthropology in Leipzig, 
Germany, said chimpanzees 
had more than twice the level 
of oxytocin after sharing food 
than after mutual grooming 
— another important bond¬ 
ing behaviour in primates. 

Julia Lehmann, an evolu¬ 
tionary anthropologist, said 
the results appear to support 
the idea that food sharing can 
extend social benefits nor¬ 
mally found in animals who 
are related to each other to 
those dining partners who 
aren’t related. In other words, 
the way to a chimp’s heart is 
through its stomach.

World sea piracy fell for a third 
straight year in 2013, as Somali 
pirates were curbed by inter¬ 
national naval patrols and im¬ 
proved ship vigilance, an inter¬ 
national maritime watchdog 
said Wednesday 

The International Maritime 
Bureau said global pirate at¬ 
tacks fell to a six-year low of 
264, down from 297 in 2012 
and 439 in 2011. Pirate attacks 
have declined since hitting a 
peak in 2010 with 445 attacks. 

A total of 12 vessels were 
hijacked, with more than 300 
crew members taken hostage 
and one killed during 2013, ac¬ 
cording to data compiled by the 
London-based bureau’s piracy 
reporting centre in Malaysia. 

“The single biggest reason 
for the drop in worldwide pir¬ 
acy is the decrease in Somali 
piracy off the coast of East Af¬ 
rica,” said IMB director Capt. 
Pottengal Mulcundan. 

Somali pirates have been 
deterred by international nav¬ 
ies, stronger vessels, the use of 
private armed security teams 
and the stabilizing influence of

piracy took a turn for the 
worse and accounted for 19 
per cent of global attacks last 
year. 


• Nigerian pirates accounted 
for 31 of the region's 51 
attacks, more than in any 
year since 2008, it said. 


• Across the Indonesian 
archipelago, the IMB said 
piracy has surged but were 
mainly "low-level oppor¬ 
tunistic thefts." A total of 
106 cases were reported, 
up from 81 in 2012, it said.

Qatar funds library 
for ancient books and 
manuscripts saved by 
residents during the 
Bosnian war 


On Wednesday, thanks to a 
$9 million donation from Qatar, 
Bosnia’s president and a Qatar 
minister opened a new libraiy 
in the heart of the Ottoman-era 
Old Town section of Sarajevo to 
house the biggest collection of 
oriental books and manuscripts 
in Southeast Europe. The oldest 
is a handwritten Islamic en¬ 
cyclopedia that was written in 
Arabic in 1105. 

The Gazi Husrev-bey Li¬ 
braiy is located on the site of 
a famous mosque and Islamic 
school of the same name that 
was opened in 1531. The books 
and manuscripts were kept 
there from 1537-1863, then 
moved to another building. 


During Bosnia’s 1992-95 
war, Serb artilleiy pounded the 
city for years, often targeting 
only cultural sites. 

About three million books 
went up in flames, along with 
hundreds of original docu¬ 
ments from the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire and the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy. The texts from 
the smaller Gazi Husrev-bey’s 
Libraiy were saved in time 
by residents who moved the 
manuscripts from basement to 
basement. 

Qatar’s Islamic affairs minis¬ 
ter, Ghaith bin Mubarak A1 Ku- 
wari, called the libraiy a “tem¬ 
ple of knowledge and culture” 
that will be open to all people, 
regardless of their nationality 
and religion. 

He explained that Qatar re¬ 
gards the Balkans as a strategic¬ 
ally important region because 
of the different religions that 
have lived together here for 
centuries. Qatar also supports

Government blamed. 
Report shows the U.S. 
government did not do 
enough to prevent the 
attacks or to protect 
the diplomatic facility 


The U.S. Senate Intelligence 
Committee on Wednesday re¬ 
leased a report on the deadly 
2012 assault on the diplomat¬ 
ic compound in Benghazi, 
Libya, blaming the State De¬ 
partment, the intelligence 
community and even the late 
Ambassador Chris Stevens for 
failing to communicate and 
heed warnings of terrorist ac¬ 
tivity in the area. 

The highly critical report 
says the U.S. military was 
not positioned to help the 
Americans in need, though 
the head of Africa Command 
had offered military security 
teams that Stevens — who 
was killed — had rejected 
weeks before the attack.

June trial for Boston suspect’s 3 friends 


Three friends of Boston Mara¬ 
thon bombing suspect Dzho¬ 
khar Tsarnaev will go on trial 
in June on charges they hin¬ 
dered the investigation into 
the attack, a federal judge 
ruled Wednesday. 

Attorneys for Dias 
Kadyrbayev and Robel Phil- 
lipos had asked that the trial 
not be held until January 
2015. But a lawyer for a third 
friend, Azamat Tazhayakov, 
asked for an earlier trial. 


U.S. District Judge Douglas 
Woodloclc scheduled the trial 
for June 23. 

Prosecutors allege that 
Kadyrbayev and Tazhayakov, 
both natives of Kazakhstan 
and friends who attended the 
University of Massachusetts- 
Dartmouth with Tsarnaev, 
removed a laptop and back¬ 
pack containing fireworks 
from Tsarnaev’s dorm room 
three days after the bombing. 
They have pleaded not guilty 


to charges of obstruction of 
justice and conspiracy to ob¬ 
struct justice. 

Phillipos has pleaded not 
guilty to charges of lying to 
authorities. 

Tsarnaev’s friends aren’t 
charged with helping to plan 
or participate in the bomb¬ 
ings. 

In a motion filed Wednes¬ 
day, lawyers for Tazhayakov 
cited his right to a speedy 
trial in asking for an earlier 


trial date. They said that his 
parents have relocated from 
Kazakhstan to Massachusetts 
to support their son and that 
waiting until next year to 
hold the trial would be an 
“onerous hardship” for the 
family. 

Tazhayakov’s father, Amir 
Ismagulov, said through a 
translator that he is pleased 
the trial has been set for June 
so “the truth” can come out 
earlier, the associated press

France’s president is reported 
to be sneaking around on a 
motorcycle to have a secret af¬ 
fair with an actress. Who takes 
the brunt of the heat? In a veiy 
French twist, it’s increasingly 
looking like his jilted first lady, 
who has been hospitalized 
since she found out. 

The question on many 
French lips this week is not, 
“How could Francois Hollande 
have done such a thing?” but 
rather, “Do we really need a 


first lady?” 

That’s in part a reflection of 
a French willingness to forgive 
infidelity by men in public of¬ 
fice, regardless of the damage it 
causes to their women. 

And it’s in part because the 
French have never fully em¬ 
braced Valerie Trierweiler, a 
journalist who has been living 
with Hollande since he split 
with the mother of his four 
children in 2007. 

Seen as cold and distant, 


Trierweiler has followed Hol¬ 
lande on international visits 
and played the role of first lady, 
but unlike her predecessor 
Carla Bruni has failed to cap¬ 
ture the hearts of the French 
public. 

Trierweiler and Hollande 
are not married, and his re¬ 
ported affair is shining a new 
spotlight on the nearly $27,000 
in taxpayer money spent each 
month on the first lady’s staff.

The Vatican is gearing up for a 
bruising showdown over the 
global priest sex abuse scandal, 
forced for the first time to de¬ 
fend itself at length and in public 
against allegations it enabled the 
rape of thousands of children by 
protecting pedophile priests and 
its own reputation at the expense 
of victims. 

The Holy See on Thursday will 
be grilled by a UN committee in 
Geneva on its implementation of 
the UN Convention on the Rights 


of the Child. Among other things, 
the treaty calls for signatories to 
take all appropriate measures to 
protect children from harm and 
to put children’s interests above 
all else. 

The Holy See ratified the con¬ 
vention in 1990 and submitted 
a first implementation report 
in 1994. But it didn’t provide 
progress reports for nearly a dec¬ 
ade, and only submitted one in 
2012 after coming under criticism 
following the 2010 explosion of 
child sex abuse cases in Europe 
and beyond. 

Victims groups and human 
rights organizations teamed up to 
press the UN committee to chal¬ 
lenge the Holy See on its abuse 
record, providing written testi¬ 
mony from victims and evidence 
outlining the global scale of the 
problem. Their reports cite case 


New study. Bird’s-eye view 
shows high flyers aren’t 
just winging it in flying V 


The next time you see birds flying 
in a V, consider this: A new study 
says they choreograph the flap¬ 
ping of their wings with exquisite 
precision to help them fly. 

That’s what scientists conclud¬ 
ed after tracking a group of large, 
black birds — each equipped with 
a tiny GPS device — that had been 
trained to follow an ultralight 


aircraft. One expert in animal 
flight said just gathering the data, 
which included eveiy wing flap, 
was a remarkable accomplish¬ 
ment. 

Scientists have long theorized 
that many birds like these rare 
northern bald ibises adopt a V for¬ 
mation for aerodynamic reasons.

“And so this is a veiy im¬ 
portant moment for many, many 
people who are here in Geneva 
and around the world who will 
be watching as the Holy See is 
called for the first time ever to 
actually answer questions.”

NSA keeps tabs on 
computers all over 
the globe: Report 

The National Security Agency 
has implanted software in 
nearly 100,000 computers 
around the world — but not 
in the U.S. — that allows the 
U.S. to conduct surveillance 
on those machines, The New 
York Times reported. 

The Times cited NSA 


documents, computer 
experts and U.S. officials in its 
report about the use of secret 
technology using radio waves 
to gain access to computers 
that other countries have 
tried to protect from spying 
or cyberattacks. The software 
network could also create a 
digital highway for launching 
cyberattacks. 

The NSA calls the effort an 
“active defence” and has used 
the technology to monitor 
units of China’s army.

Tax cheat hotline 


Tories offer cash 
reward to snitches 

The fines are now open to 
snitch on tax cheats. 

The federal Conserva¬ 
tives launched the hotline 
Wednesday, saying they’ll 
also reward informants who 
provide information that 
leads to a big bust. 

Informants who provide 
information on major inter¬ 
national tax evasion of more 


than $100,000 could get be¬ 
tween five and 15 per cent of 
the money that’s recovered, 
excluding interest and penal¬ 
ties, said Revenue Minister 
Keny-Lynne Findlay. 

“This will be a critical 
tool for recovering taxes that 
would otherwise be lost to 
tax cheats,” she said. 

Informants won’t get 
anything if they’ve been 
convicted for being part of 
the tax-dodge scheme, she 
added.

Police units and armies 
struggle to find recruits 
who are fighting fit

Recently Mike Harper ran 
into the wife of a police offi¬ 
cer friend on a Dallas street. 

“She told me she was 
worried about his safety be¬ 
cause his colleagues are over¬ 
weight,” he recalls. 

The wife had good reason 
to be concerned. Even though 
American police officers 
should be fitter than average, 
a comprehensive study re¬ 
ports that they’re less fit than 
half of the population. 

“They have to be able to 
crawl and run,” notes Harper, 
a fitness educator in charge of 
police and militaiy programs 
at the Cooper Institute in Dal¬ 
las. 

“These are not tasks that 
you do eveiy day, but it’s 
critical that you’re able to do 
them. It’s like using a firearm. 
You don’t need it every day, 
but when you do need it, it’s 
essential that you know how.” 

And police officers are not 
the only ones with a weight 
problem. According to Lt.- 
Gen. Mark Hertling, no less 
than 75 per cent of civilians 
wanting to join the U.S. Army 
are ineligible due to being 
overweight. 

And “of the 25 per cent 
that could join, what we 
found was 65 per cent could 


not pass the (physical train¬ 
ing) test on the first day,” he 
said in a speech. 

“Young people joining our 
service could not run, jump, 
tumble or roll. These are the 
kind of things you would ex¬ 
pect soldiers to do if you’re in 
combat.” 

According to the U.S. 
National Center for Health 
Statistics, between 1959 
and 2008 the percentage of 
men who were ineligible for 
militaiy service because of 
their weight doubled, while 
the percentage of ineligible 
women tripled. 

Even though Hollywood 
portrays army physical train¬ 
ing as extremely gruelling, 
the fitness test for new sol¬ 
diers is surprisingly low. 

“Fifty push-ups, 40 sit-ups 
and a 1.5-mile run in less 
than 10 minutes,” notes Stew 
Smith, a former Navy SEAL 
who now runs a fitness com¬ 
pany for soldiers and officers. 

Now armed forces and law- 
enforcement agencies are get¬ 
ting serious about fitness, en¬ 
listing companies like Smith’s 
and the Cooper Institute to 
train their staff. Some, like 
the British Army, have even 
developed apps to help ap¬ 
plicants get fit. In fact, many 
former elite soldiers have dis¬ 
covered a business niche in 
fitness companies. 

However, fitness apps 
won’t really make a differ¬ 
ence, observes Smith. 

“The police and military 
do their best with what so¬ 
ciety brings them, but this 
is a society-wide problem. A 
financially struggling popula¬ 
tion will keep eating crappy, 
inexpensive food.”

It’s hard enough to attract 
recruits to the Canadian mil¬ 
itary or police forces without 
woriying about fitness. 

An internal Defence De¬ 
partment audit released last 
year noted that “fitness and 
education levels of recruits 
in the last five years have 
been slightly lower than in 
the past,” when compounded 
with other factors such as 
mobility, changing career 
expectations and an aging 
workforce. 


Recent reports show that 
American police and armed 
forces are struggling to find 
new recruits who satisfy the 
weight restriction. 

It’s slowly becoming the 
case in Canada too. The Can¬ 
adian Forces have been adapt¬ 
ing their application process 
to accommodate its changing 
applicant pool. 

In 2006, the military 
eliminated the Canadian 
Forces Applicant Physical Fit¬ 
ness Test as a pre-enrolment 


screening process, with some 
exceptions. 

Instead of a physical test 
right off the bat, the evalua¬ 
tion is done once they’ve been 


admitted to basic training. 
The three per cent that fail 
are not disqualified — rather, 
they are given the option to 
join the 90-day Warrior Fit¬ 


ness Training Program. 

Recruits who get in shape 
within the 90 days are re¬ 
turned to basic training. 

But the changes don’t ne¬ 
cessarily mean the Canadian 
Forces are lowering their 
standards to bring in more re¬ 
cruits, according to Christian 
Leuprecht, a Royal Militaiy 
College and Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity professor who has spent 
years studying military demo¬ 
graphics and recruitment. 

“I think it’s important to 


realize — just like the way 
companies can’t expect the 
people who wander through 
the front door to have all the 
skills that a company might 
need and that a company 
invests in training — the 
Armed Forces look at the 
potential that the candidates 
bring rather than necessarily 
candidates that already have 
all the physical attributes 
that the organization is look¬ 
ing for,” he said.

Fight. EU antitrust 
watchdog searches for 
answers from Google 


The European Union’s anti¬ 
trust watchdog is increasing 
pressure on Google to swiftly 
provide better proposals to 
address allegations the firm 
is abusing its dominant pos¬ 
ition in Internet searches. 

If the U.S. tech giant fails 
to present better proposals 
to reach a settlement, the 
EU will start the traditional 
antitrust procedure, the EU’s 
competition watchdog chief 
Joaquin Almunia said Wed¬ 
nesday. That more confronta¬ 
tional route could take years, 
but also result in fines worth 
billions of dollars. 

Almunia said that feed¬ 
back from competitors and

other market players on Goo¬ 
gle’s latest proposed changes 
to its Internet searches was 
clearly negative. 

“So let’s see if Google can 
improve their proposal or we 
go to the traditional route,” 
he told reporters in Brussels. 

“We need more, not dur¬ 
ing the next year but during 
the next weeks,” Almunia 
said. Google’s pending reac¬ 
tion will be the “last oppor¬ 
tunity” for reaching a settle¬ 
ment, he added. 

Google’s Brussels office 
did not react to repeated 
emails and calls seeking com¬ 
ment.

Up in smoke. 

While legal marijuana 
dispensaries bring in 
the green, issues have 
blunted enthusiasm

There has been a party atmos¬ 
phere around Colorado’s ma¬ 
rijuana dispensaries since rec¬ 
reational sales became legal 
at the turn of the year. 

“People have been queuing 
for four to five hours,” says 
Ryan West, an employee at a 
Denver dispensary. “Everyone 
is so excited and proud to be 
in the first state to legalize, 
and there is so much room to 
grow.” 

West is a product of that 
growth, hired on Jan. 1 to 
cope with a boom that saw 
sales of more than $5 million 
inside the first week. Fewer 
than 200 dispensaries are li¬ 
censed to sell the drug for rec¬ 
reational use and that num¬ 
ber is set to rise, while related 
industries such as “weed tour¬ 
ism” are also growing rapidly. 

But there have been un¬ 
intended consequences, with 
prices more than doubling in 
some cases to more than $400 
US an ounce (28 grams). This 
is far higher than the rates of 
illegal dealers, allowing them 
to compete, despite the claims 
of marijuana advocates that a 
legal industry would replace 
the black market. 

Illegal dealers are also 
benefitting from police confu¬ 
sion over new laws that have 
seen an 80 per cent drop in 


prosecutions since 2012, in¬ 
cluding for distribution. “Law 
enforcement feels like they 
don’t know which way to 
turn,” Tom Raynes, executive 
director of the Colorado Dis¬ 
trict Attorneys’ Council, told 
the Denver Post. 

Campaigners supporting 
legalization believe these 
issues are temporary glitches. 

“There has been historic 
demand at a historic moment, 
but as the number of licences 
grow, the demand and price 
will settle,” Taylor West, dep¬ 


uty director of the National 
Cannabis Industry Associa¬ 
tion, told Metro. 

“At that point the under¬ 
ground market will become 
obsolete.” 

But the industry faces 
structural difficulties. Banks 
are currently forbidden from 
holding money generated 
through drug sales, forcing 
businesses to operate in cash, 
which demands more labour 
and risk. They are also denied 
tax advantages of other busi¬ 
nesses through a gap between 


state and federal law. 

“Banking and tax are the 
big areas we are working on 
now in Washington,” said 
West. “We hope as other 
states see the example of Col¬ 
orado, the growth of the in¬ 
dustry and its advantage over 
the criminal market, we will 
see more progress.” 

Further states are expected 
to legalize recreational sales, 
with Oregon likely to be next. 
But Colorado has shown the 
complications as well as the 
potential.

The Oscars can always be 
counted on to miss or even 
snub great films, filmmakers 
and actors. But one can always 
predict the Razzies. Formed in 
1980, the Golden Raspbeny 
Awards were meant to act as 
the flip side of the Academy 
Awards, highlighting the worst 
the movie industry produces. 
But even more so than the 
Oscars, which traditionally re¬ 
ward safe prestige over genu¬ 
ine invention, the Razzies are 
boringly timid. And now that 
aggregating popular opinion 
is easier than ever, thanks to 
sites like Rotten Tomatoes, the 
Razzies do little more than 
repeat whatever eveiyone al¬ 
ready said. 

So guess what? The Worst 
Picture nominees include 
The Lone Ranger, because 
of course they do. The film 
tanked and garnered terrible 
reviews, therefore it’s on there. 
Ditto After Earth, because that 
bombed, too. Lindsay Lohan got 
nominated for The Canyons, 
because she’s Lindsay Lohan 
and isn’t she crazy? Lady Gaga 
got a supporting actress nom 
for the roughly three minutes 
she spent in Machete Kills be¬ 
cause a) she’s a musician acting 
and b) her latest album didn’t 
do so hot, so backlash time. 

Did the Razzie committee 
even see these films? Did they 
even have to? Their nomina¬ 
tions, as every year, are based 
on what has already been 
deemed terrible by the masses. 
Perhaps if they saw The Lone 


Ranger divorced from the bad 
press that mounted months 
before its release, and maybe 
even ignored its admitted 
over-length, they might have 
seen that it was actually doing 
something interesting, even 
subversive with the western 
genre. But that would require 
independent thinking. 

Maybe if they watched After 
Earth half a year after its re¬ 
lease, they might see that it’s a 
nifty (if often problematic) old- 
school adventure. They might 
even realize the truly bold 
thing to do would be to ignore 
the massive backlash against 


director M. Night Shyamalan, 
especially as After Earth is the 
least M. Night movie of his ca¬ 
reer. 

If watching films removed 
from their reputations is hard, 
then watching The Canyons 
should be easy. Lohan’s entire 
performance is commentaiy 
on her well-publicized real life. 
Her character has made a life¬ 
time of bad mistakes that have 
kept her moneyed but abused. 
She oozes a weariness that you 
can’t fake. 

It’s the most moving per¬ 
formance of her career, includ¬ 
ing her earlier work before her 


lifestyle made her into a living 
joke that entertains people like 
the Razzie voters. 

In 1987, Ishtar came out in 
the wake of months of terrible 
press focusing on its ridicu¬ 
lously large budget and various 
production hiccups. 

The film was set up for 
failure, and it got it, including 
Razzie nominations for Pic¬ 
ture and Director. (Alas, a little 
movie called Leonard Part 6 
proved to be an even worse 
contender that year.) But in the 
last few years its reputation has 
turned. Critics have reevalu¬ 
ated it, long removed from the 
original consensus. Its writer/ 
director, the brilliant and be¬ 
loved Elaine May, quipped, “If 
all of the people who hate Ish¬ 
tar had seen it, I would be a rich 
woman today.” 

The Razzies are good for a 
couple light chuckles that will 
be enjoyed by people who will 
immediately forget them, then 
move onto whatever becomes 
the next minor distraction. 
Many of the people they razz 
deserve it, but none of them are 
as consistently worthless and 
bad at their jobs as the Razzies.

Shining the

The chestnuts add a rich earth¬ 
iness to this dish and make the 
mushrooms that much more 
meat-like. Look for the largest, 
juiciest-looking portobellos for 
this dish. If your mushrooms 
are smaller, you may have 
extra stuffing; stir in half a 
beaten egg and bake in a gra- 
tin dish alongside your mush¬ 
rooms. 

1. Heat oven to 220 C (425 F). 
Cut off mushroom stems 
flush with caps and chop. You 
should have about 375 ml 
(11/2 cups). 

2 . In a large skillet, heat 30 
ml (2 tbsp) of the olive oil over 
high heat. Working in batches, 
add mushroom caps to pan 
and fly for 1 to 2 minutes per 
side or until just beginning to 
soften. Transfer gill side up to 
a baking sheet. Repeat with re¬ 
maining mushroom caps, add¬ 
ing more oil to pan as needed. 


Ingredients 


• 12 large portobello mushrooms 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) olive oil, divided 
Chestnut Stuffing 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) butter 

• 250 ml (1 cup) chopped onions 

• 250 ml (1 cup) chopped celery 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) cracked fennel seeds 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) chopped garlic 

• 575 ml (2 1/3 cups) vacuum- 
packed peeled roasted chestnuts 


Wine pairing 


White Burgundy: Try this in¬ 
ventively woodsy, earthy dish 
with a nutty, mineral-laden 
white Burgundy (such as 
Macon or, if budget permits, 
Puligny-Montrachet) and 
bask in the subtle decadence. 

Alternative: If you prefer red, 
uncork a Chianti. 


Set aside. 

3 . Melt butter in the same 
skillet over medium heat. Add 
onions, celeiy and fennel seeds 
and saute for 10 minutes or 
until slightly caramelized. Add 
garlic, chestnuts and chopped 
mushroom stems and saute for 
2 minutes or until mushrooms 
are juicy. Remove from heat. 

4 . Stir bread crumbs and pars- 


(about 400 g/14 oz), chopped

Scrivens coming home to Alberta

Well, Edmonton fans, the 
Devan Dubnyk experiment 
is over. 

The young, towering 
netminder, who was given 
so many chances to establish 
himself as a No. 1 goalie 
for the franchise, has been 
shipped off to Nashville, 
where he will feel at home in 
the Land of the Tall Goalies. 
Shortly thereafter, the team 
landed Ben Scrivens from Los 
Angeles for a paltry third- 
round draft choice. So GM 
Craig MacTavish clearly had a 
plan lined up. 

I know Dubnyk had his 
defenders among the Edmon¬ 
ton fan base, but for me he 
just let in too many soft goals 
at the wrong times and for a 
team with a fragile makeup, 
that wasn’t the best fit. Is Ilya 
Bryzgalov a long-term fit? 
Probably not, so Scrivens will 
get his opportunity. The young 
netminder was amazing for a 
stretch with the Kings while 
Jonathan Quick was on the 
shelf with a groin injury, but 
so was rookie Martin Jones, so 
there is a question about how 
good the goalies are versus 
the Kings defence in front of 
them. But right now, Scrivens 
comes in with a great chance 
to show what he can do while 
playing in front of a ... shall 
we say, porous defence? 

Scrivens played for coach 
Dallas Eakins in Toronto with 
the American Hockey League’s 
Marlies, so there is a great 
familiarity and respect there. 
Bryzgalov will have to earn an¬ 
other contract and I wouldn’t 
be surprised if it’s another 
one-year pact, if the Oilers 
choose to retain him at all (not 
that he’s been horrible, but 


there will be other options 
this summer.) 

Matt Hendricks, acquired 
in the Dubnyk deal, is more 
than a serviceable player and 
will inject some nice grit and 
character into the Edmonton 
lineup. He’s a bottom-six for¬ 
ward who will drop the gloves, 
but is also under contract 
until the end of 2016-17.1 can 
understand why MacTavish 
would want a player such as 
Hendricks at his disposal, but 
the length of the deal also 
suggests why Nashville didn’t 
mind a do-over, considering 
Hendricks has just four points 
in 44 games this season. 

So the Dubnyk era is done 
and the Scrivens experiment 
begins. How long this lasts 
remains to be seen.

It wasn’t too long ago that 
Devan Dubnyk looked 
like the Edmonton Oilers’ 
goaltender of the present 
and future. 

The Oilers sent the 27-year- 
old to the Nashville Predators 
for forward Matt Hendricks, 
then acquired goalie Ben 
Scrivens, a Spruce Grove 
native, from the Los Angeles 
Kings for a third-round pick in 
June’s draft. 

General manager Craig 
MacTavish told the Oilers’ 


website that this was a cul¬ 
mination of a few phone calls 
and should provide a fresh 
start for both Dubnyk and 
Edmonton. 

“We really felt for eveiy- 
body it was a time for change 
with Devan,” MacTavish said. 
“It gives us an opportunity to 
bring in another goalie in Ben 
Scrivens who’s had, statistic¬ 
ally, a veiy good season so far, 
and gives us an opportunity 
to have a pretty good look at 
him going forward here from 
now to the end of the year.” 

Dubnyk went into the 
season as Edmonton’s starter, 
but his struggles led to the 


signing of veteran free agent 
Ilya Biyzgalov to a one-year 
contract. In 32 games this sea¬ 
son, Dubnyk is 11-17-2 with a 
3.36 goals-against average and 
.894 save percentage. 

Dubnylc’s set to be an 
unrestricted free agent July 
1, for being a consummate 
professional this season. 

“I think when a season 
goes this way, I think no one 
really feels safe and eveiybody 
accepts that there’s a possibil¬ 
ity of something happening,” 
Dubnyk told the team’s site. 
“But when it does, it just 
catches you off-guard.”

Alex Bilodeau says as long as 
he’s on his game mentally, 
he’ll be ready for anything the 
Sochi Olympics throws at him. 

The native of Rosemere, 
Que., and defending Olympic 
champion won the gold medal 
Wednesday in Wilmington, 
N.Y., at the second-last World 
Cup event before the Sochi 
Games. 

It was a great day for Can¬ 
ada, as Montreal’s Justine Duf¬ 
our-Lapointe won the women’s 


event. Bilodeau took the men’s 
final with 25.72 points. Amer¬ 
icans Patrick Deneen and Brad¬ 
ley Wilson finished second and 
third respectively. 

Bilodeau has had a string of 
podium finishes heading into 
the Olympics. 

His World Cup results are 
considerably more impressive 
than they were heading into 
the 2010 Games, though Bi¬ 
lodeau says a lot has changed 
since he won Canada’s first 
gold medal in Vancouver. 

“Eveiy Olympics is unique. 
I’ve evolved as an athlete and 
as a person and I’m getting pre¬ 
pared differently,” he said. “The 
only thing I want to replicate 
is my mental state on top of 
that course, knowing I’ve done 
eveiything I could to get ready 
for that day. For the rest, it’s go¬ 


ing to be a different course, dif¬ 
ferent quality of snow and big¬ 
ger challenges with the other 
athletes competing.” 

Dufour-Lapointe put togeth¬ 
er a score of 23.90 on her final 
run to take the women’s title. 
She came back from a distant 
15th in qualifying to overtake 
Americans Heidi Kloser and 
Hannah Kearney for gold.
